in the U nited States. 
Q uite recently 
w e have h ad Upton Sinclair's expose 
of packing bouse horrors in “T h e J u n­ 
g le,” followed by the passag e of the 
m eat inspection law, w hich requires 
th a t a fte r Oct. 1 th e m a nufa c ture rs 
of canned m eats, hams and other pa ck­ 
ing house 
produets on 
their labels 
m ust call a spade a spade and not de ­ 
ceive th e public by sending out canned 
veal or pork w ith a picture of a spring 
chicken on Hie label. 
Dr. W iley 's w ork has dissipated se v­ 
eral misconceptions. 
For instance, he 
has show n th a t it is not necessarily th e 
fo o d adulterants, hut the preservatives 
and co lo ring s, winch do th e dam ag e to 


Septem ber. Dr. Wiley adduced the fac t 
th a t ham s may be sm oked w hile y ou 
w ait. 
O ne w itness testified th a t his 
house used a “patent sm oke” for m a k ­ 
ing sm oked ham s. 
T his is a sort of 
paint, w ith w hich th e h am is sm eared, 
g iving 
it the appea rance of having 
been cured in the de a r old sm oke­ 
house a t home, as y our g randm o th er 
used to do it. 
D irectly as a result of Dr. W iley ’s 
investig ations som e very astounding 
facts re g arding the true identity of the 
stuff w e put into our stom achs from 
day to da y have been broug ht to lig ht. 
J us t one item will suffice here. 
Your 
stom ach m ay be too w eak to stand 
more. 'The patient and long suffering 
m ule th a t {» nils th e g arbag e c a rt past 
y our door is m ore im po rtant th an he 
looks. Do not scorn him. N ext y ear he 
m ay be silent, alas, in death, and y ou 
m ay be eating his hoofs m etam orpho s­ 
ed—stupendous chang e!

ple jelly ” or “ pure peach m arm alade.” 
B ut the fact th a t y ou are eating the 
hoofs of the defunct m ule is not th e 
m ost serious pa rt of the proposition. 
T he coloring m a tte r used to deceive 
y ou into m istaking prepared mule hoof 
for a peach or apple product is the se­ 
rious thing . 
T h a t is w h a t does th e 
dam ag e. 
Dr. W iley has estim ate d and decla r­ 
ed th a t abo ut ‘.h» per cent of the m a n­ 
ufactured foods s« » ld iu A m erica con­ 
tain deleterious substances introduced 
for the purpose of deceiving the public 
as to the true c h a ra cter of the product. 
“ B urnum m ade a colossal fortune,” re­ 
m arked Dr. Wiley on a recent occasion, 
“ by ac ting on tin* principle th a t th e 
A m erican people like to he h um bug g ed. 
To be cheated, fooled, bamboozled, c a ­ 
joled, 
deceived, 
pettifog g ed, 
dem a- 
g og ued, 
hy pnotized, 
m anicured 
and 
ehiropidized are privileg es de a r to us 
all.” 
E ven th e operation of the new food ' 
law, if rig idly enforced, will not rob !

“ Do y ou drink over ba rs ? ” asked th e 
doctor, and they said they did. 
“T hen y ou never drink Scotch w h is­ 
ky at all. Not a bottle of Scotch w h is­ 
ky is to be had iu this c o untry except 
In clubs and private houses. Scotch is 
m a de of barley malt cured over a peat 
fire. 
In Great B ritain 1 have seen so 
called Scotch m ade of Indian corn al­ 
cohol with a 
little dash of Scotch, 
w h ich is sold to A m erican dealers as 
real Scotch w hisky by well known dis­ 
tillers.” 


Dr. W iley w orked us ha rd for this 
uniform food law as m any estim able 
clerg y m en are w orking for a uniform 
divorce law. 
As a m a tte r of fact, th e 
situation reg arding food is pretty m uch 
the sam e as th at reg arding divorce. 
Each s ta te lias its ow n law s relating to 
food and to divorce. 
T here are forty - 
six states and forty -six variations iu 
divorce possibilities. 
U ntil the passag e 
of the federal food law the m anufac ­ 
turers of some food products wore 
compelled to place a different label on 
their g oods for every state to w hich 
sh ipm ent w as made. 
W hen the na 
tional law g ets into active w orking or 
der one label will serve for each state, 
and that label, if the g o vernm ent In 
speetors do their duty , will tell exactly 
w hat the packag e contains. 
The lig ht for a pure food law in eon 
g ro ss lasted nearly tw enty y ears. 
Dr. 
W iley say s th e consum ers sta rte d It, 
aided by the g rang ers. 
Then some of 
the honest m anufa cturers took It up 
aud finally some sta te officials, who 
urg ed a federal law. 
Of course tho 
proposed leg islation w as bitterly op­ 
posed by unscrupulous m anufacturers 
of em balm ed foods, doped medicines 
and prem aturely ag ed whiskies, huf the 
"aw akened conscience* of the people 
along various 
lines a t last broug ht 
about the enactm ent of the present law, 
which g ives excellent prom ise of food 
reform a fte r it g >es into effect Ja n. 1. 
Dr. Wiley , who is a native of In­ 
diana. iu his sixty -second y ear, has 
never found tim e to g et m arried. 
H is 
life since early m anhood h as been de ­ 
voted undividedly to chem istry . 
As a 
bachelor his rem arks concerning cooks 
may he of interest to m arried people. 
Say s Dr. W iley : “W e have th e m ost 
abunda nt and best foods of tho world, 
but we live more poorly than any oth- 
t r civilized nation. 
W e have the w orst 
cooks and know least how to g et tho 
most out of our foods. 
Cooking is look­ 
ed dow n upon here, 
it should he con- 
sidercd one of the fine arts, and a cook 
should com m and a hig h salary . 1 know 
fam ilies iu W ashing ton who live a t the 
rate of 8 5,0b!> or $10.000 a y ear and
